A long standing controversy between University of 
California at Los Angeles administration and student gov- 
ernment recently culminated in the dismissal ef Irv Drasnin 
as president of the Associated Students of UCLA and of 
Marty Sklar as student representative. 

During the controversy, the administration has taken 
partial control of the student newspaper, suspended part of 
the student body constitution, assumed management of the 
forthcoming student election, and dismissed the student 
body president. 

The Daily Californian, University of California at 
Berkeley daily newspaper, has taken cognizance of UCLA 
in both news and editorial columns in recent weeks and last 
week ran the following editorial entitled “The New Order.” 

“If something is worth doing, it's worth doing well. 
That’s what we always say. And that’s why we say “A 
job well done!” to the administration at the University of 
California at Los Angeles. It has thoroughly cleansed stu- 
dent government of its stick-in-the-mud tendencies. 
for student 


Student progress will no longer have to wait 
constitutions, presidents, legislators, elections, apprepria- 
tions, newspapers or graduate voters. 

There will, of course, be those who are quick to criti- 
cize. There always are. We would like to remind these 
people that student government had made mistakes We 
woukd remind these people of the best interests of the 
university. We would remind these people that things wil! 
run much more smoothly when they learn to smile and ad- 
just to progress. 

There will be prophets of doom. Some will fail to real- 
ize that UCLA's Associated Students are merely embarking 
on a new adventure. The spirit ef discussion had finally 
heen broken. This is the age of unity. Student government 
had finally become useful. And a great new voice, one voice, 
will be heard through its instrumentalities. 

There will be reactionaries, minor leaders not worth 
purging. 

But there will be expedience, speed and infallibility. We 
can look forward to a new generation on the southern 
campus—a generation which will ferget that noble but 
bothersome experiment: government ef, by and for stu- 
dents. 

We will see an obedient generation, a cooperative gen- 
eration, a united generation. We will see a generation not 
ne inclined to forget that silence is golden. 

It is so hard to work when there i# noise. There will be 
ne noise, 

There will be dissenters. But these would-be upstarts 
will give pause before they criticize, They will remember 
the case of Irv Drasnin, student bedy president, emeritus. 
They will remember that a progressive university campus 
has no room for differences of opinion. 

So here’s to success! to the day when every student 
body exists for the best interests of its university. And to 
the day when no university need exist for the best interests 
of its student body.” 





Slow Down to Save Licenses 


Each year, traffic accident and fatality rates go uy 
Speed, a major factor in tratfic accidents in the Unite 
States, is a major concern of all interested in traffic safety 

Last week, speaking before President Eisenhower's 
committee for traffic safety, Governor Abraham Ribicof! 
ef Connecticut suggested automatic license suspension fo: 
speeders, in an effort to cut down speeding and at the sam 
time cut down the country’s unbelievable accident rate. 

“Perhaps motorists won't slow down to save thei: 
Vives,” he said, “but they will slow down to save thei: 
licenses.” 

Now comes the question? Will they? Will anything 
stop this country’s growing accident rate. Each year the 
number of traffic deaths rises. Last year 38,300 Americans 
were killed on the nation’s streets and highways, If the 
present rate is kept up there will be 42,130 traffic deaths 
by the end of 1956. 

Perhaps the governor is right. The safety motto 
change from Slow Down to Save Lives to Slow Down to Save 
Licenses could be more effective than any campaign so far.
